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Navy’s Line and 
Staff Promotions 
Urged by Denby 


Full Text of Running Mate 
Bill is Given Out 





AFTER having the subject of equaliza- 

tion of promotion of staff and line offi- 
crs before it for over five months, the 
Secretary of the Navy has approved a 
draft for a bill which is printed in this 
issue of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 
The subject had been up informally in the 
department for over a year. There was a 
discussion of a proposition to submit a 
Single List bill to Congress last winter, 
but the Secretary decided to postpone it 
and take the matter up in the department 
during the recess of Congress. 

The authors of the bill believe that they 
have an improvement over the Single List 
law for promotion of the Army. They be- 
lieve that the Navy’s bill, if it becomes a 
law, will remove all friction between the 
staff and the line. 

The estimates indicate that there will 
be no increase in the cost of the mainte- 
nance of the Navy during the fiscal year 
of 1925 as the result of the passage of the 
measure. After that, it is estimated that 
there will be a small increase in the pay 
for officers, but eventually there will be a 
decrease. If Congress can be convinced 
of this the bill will encounter very little 
opposition in either house. It will go to 
Congress with a strong recommendation 
from the Secretary of the Navy, and this 


will have great weight on Capitol Hill. 
Secretary Denby served in the House, 
where he was extremely popular, and 


many of the members will vote for the bill 
as a compliment to him. 


Bill Gives Staff Retirement 


HE bill gives the staff retirement in 

. grades for age modified by length of ser- 

vice. The staff will have the same oppor- 
tunity for promotion and similar hazards 
for retirement. Staff officers will be pro- 
moted with their running mates regard- 
less of the distribution in grades. It is 
provided, however, that in this promotion 
scheme there shall be no increase in au- 
thorized strength of the staff corps. 
_ The vital feature-of the bill is set forth 
in Secs. 18 and 19. Sec. 19 is the result 
of long months of conferences, compro 
mises and discussions. Sec. 19 provides 
for a new system of retirement for the 
staff. There is nothing in the bill that af- 
fects the line officers except in their rela- 
tions to the staff officers. 

The Equalization bill is drawn up on 
the following principles: That staff offi- 
cers should have the same proportion 
or the same opportunity for promotion as 
officers of their own time in the line; tha” 
qualified staff officers should be advanced 
at the same time as their qualified con- 
temporaries fn the line are promoted ; that 
Staff officers should suffer the same hazard 
of non-advancement or the same penalty 
for not being advanced as may be suffered 
by their contemporaries in the line, this 
parity of opportunity and penalty to be 
maintained from the time of entry into 
the Servite to the date of separation fhere- 

All staff officers are now advanced up 
to and including the rank of lieutenant 
commander with their running mates in 
the line. _ That is, there are no numbers 
Tequired in the ranks of lieutenant com- 
mander and below in any staff corps. They 
are promoted from ensign up simply be-

Government Announces It Will 
Ask for New Trial in Noce Case 


CTING upon the recommendations of 

the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army and the Comptroller General, the 
Department of Justice has announced that 
it will ask for a retrial in the Noce cadet 
longevity pay case in the Court of Claims. 
The Court of Claims, as has been previ- 
ously, announced in the ARMy AND NAVy 
JOURNAL, held that Sec. 11, act of May 18, 
1920, required that West Point cadet ser- 
vice be counted for longevity purposes and 
repealed the Hay prohibition in the act 
of 1912 counting such ‘service. 

It develops that the Comptroller Gea- 
eral followed in the footsteps of the Judge 
Advocate General of the Army and filed 
with the Department of Justice a brief in 
the Noce case, accompanying a letter urg- 
ing the Solicitor General to ask for a new 
trial. No case in recent years has at- 
tracted as much attention as has this one. 
It is being widely discussed in legal cir- 
cles outside the Services on account of the 
big question that it involves. 

Eminent attorneys outside the Services 
recognize the decision of the Court of 
Claims as sound. Ansell & Bailey are con- 
fident that the Court of Claims will be 
sustained if an appeal is taken to the 
Supreme Court. 

That the Department of Justice was not 
inclined to ask for a retrial appears to be 
borne out by the fact that the application 
for a retrial was made on Dec. 13, the last 
day of the time allowed for filing such 
motion. It is not believed that the au- 
thorities in the Department of Justice 
would have delayed making their motion 
unless they entertained serious doubts of 
the advisability of taking such action. 
Without question, the Department of Jus- 
tice made its decision owing to the reeom- 
mendations and pleadings of the Judge 
Advocate General and the Comptroller 
General. 


Success Looked For 


The grounds for asking for the new trial 
are in effect two: First, that the court 
erred as a matter of law in holding that 
the act of 1920 repealed the prohibition of 
1912 against cadet servize; second, that 
cadet service is uot service in the Arniy 
of the United States. <A printed brief in 
support of the motion for a new trial 
will be filed at rhe same time, which, it 
is understood, will. be an elaborate com- 
pilation consisting of what is in substance 
three briefs—one by the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army, one Ly the Comp- 
troller General, and one by the Depart- 
ment of Justice revamping the other two— 
all of which are devoted to undertaking to 
convince the court that it was utterly 


wrong when, after full argument, it de- 
cided in a lengthy and well reasoned opin- 
ion that West Point cadet service is mili- 
tary service in every real sense, and that 
it was the effect of the act of 1920 to in- 
clude West Point service in counting ser- 
vice for longevity pay. 

Under the rule of the court, it will take 
the motion, with the supporting brief, un- 
der advisement without hearing counsel 
on the other side; if upon such considera- 
tion it sees nothing to impress it as being 
in error, it will overrule the motion; but 
if it finds anything reasonably suggestive 
of error or requiring an argument for elu- 
cidation, the motion will be set down for 
argument, in which case attorneys Ansell 
& Bailey will be heard both by brief and 
oral argument. As this brief will repre- 
sent the Government’s last word upon the 
subject and will present every possible 
point of argument that can be urged on 
appeal before the Supreme Court, if ap- 
peal is taken, it will be interesting to ob- 
serve the action of the Court of Claims, 
as the disposition of the motion by that 
court will indicate the probable final re- 
sult of this litigation. 


Appointment of General 
Officers, National Guard 


MATTER .of vital importance to the 

National Guard is the framing of reg- 
ulations which will govern the appoint- 
ment of general officers of the state forces. 
A tentative draft of the new regulations, 
it is stated, has met with considerable op- 
position from National Guard officers, the 
chief objection raised being based on the 
requirements which are imposed upon 
Guard offiters in establishing their eligi- 
bility for appointment. 

It is understood that the National Guard 
Association of the United States will make 
efforts to impress Congress with the neces- 
sity of amending the National Defense act 
where legislation is required. Brig. Gens. 
Milton A. Reckord of Maryland and Frank- 
lin W. Ward of New York and Col. L. A. 
Toombs of Louisiana, who are on the com- 
mittee studying the commissioning of Na- 
tional Guard officers in the Army of the 
United States, are also considering the 
above mentioned legislation pertaining to 
the appointment of general officers of the 
National Guard. Upon the completion of 
these two important studies and the sub- 
mission of their recommendations to the 
War Department, it is expected that these 
three general officers will be relieved from 
this active duty. 


Secretary Denby 
- Says Navy Needs 
to Be Modernized 


Fleet Must Have Airplanes 
and Submarines 





ECRETARY OF THE NAVY DENBY, 

in his annual report to the President 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1923, 
made public this week, emphasizes the ne- 
cessity of modernizing the Fleet, if the 
United States is to maintain its proper 
place under the arms treaty. Mr. hey | 
calls for an appropriation of $30,000, 
to carry out modernization plans, asks au- 
thority to build eight 10,000-ton cruisers, 
three cruiser-type submarines and six gun- 
boats. 

An expenditure of $7,676,000 is asked 
for the development of naval bases, and 
not the least important of Mr. Denby’s 
recommen@ations is a five-year construc- 
tive naval aviation program. He declares 
the present situation in the aviation 
branch, both as to personnel and equip- 
ment, is one “to be viewed with concern.” 
Only twelve aviators were added to the 
roll during the last year, he says, and the 
equipment is practically obsolete. He lists 
the records of naval aviators established 
during the year, as comprising twenty- 
three of the forty-two recognized by lead- 
ing nations. 

Some of the more important extracts 
from Mr: Denby’s report follow: 


Plans for Modernization 


In cruiser strength, the United States 
has fallen so far behind Great Britain that 
it cannot hope for years to come to attain 
the equality it is entitled to under the 
5-5-2 naval ratio. 

The $30,000,000 sought for moderniza- 
tion work would include the reappropria- 
tion of $6,500,000 “for the purpose of in- 
creasing the elevation of turret guns of 
thirteen of the treaty battleships of the 
Navy” which was not used during the past 
year because, Mr. Denby said, “quite un- 
intentionally thé impression given Con- 
gress was that the disparity in ranges was 
overwhelmingly in favor of the British.” 

“In the opinion of the department,” the 
Secretary declared, ‘‘the elevation of the 
guns will not in any way contravene the 
spirit or letter of the treaty.” 

Mr. Denby appends to his report a spe- 
cial report signed by Capt. Frank H. Scho- 
field of the Navy General Board, analyz- 
ing in detail the objections which had been 
raised to the change in elevation, with the 
conclusion that these were wholly unsu 
ported by any fair interpretation of the 
treaty. Capt. Schofield listed five “steps” 
as necessary in the physical alteration of 
a turret to permit the higher elevation, 
namely: 

Increasing size of gun opening; length- 
ening the gun screw which raises and low- 
ers the breech; changing poition of am- 
munition hoists; iacreasing strength of 
counter-recoil system; cutting away plates 
under breech. 

In none of these steps, it was declared, 
was there involved any “alteration in the 
general type of mounting,” which consti- 
tuted theesole prohibition in the treaty 
affecting the program. 


British Have Not Charged Illegalities 


“The public is very generally under the 
impression,” -Capt. Schofield says, “that 
the British Admiralty has stated officially 
that by their interpretation of the treaty 
it would be illegal for us to change the 
elevations as proposed. No such conten- 
tion has ever been put forward by the 
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British Admiralty, British government or 
by any other official in any government 
signatory to the treaty. 

“The general intent of the treaty was 
to grant to each power full right to keep 
step with material and scieatific progress, 
subject only to specific limitations. _No- 
where is there to be found a ‘spirit’ of the 
treaty which contravenes this right.” 

In addition to elevation of the main tur- 
rets, the department’s program ifcludes 
the installation of deck sheathing as an 
additional defense against air attack ; add- 
ing of “blisters” as a defense against tor- 
pedoes, and the conversion of six coal- 
burning battleships to oil burners. 

The approved budget of the Navy now 
includes $2,850,000 for beginning construc- 
tion of three submarines authorized in the 
1916 Naval act, Mr. Denby says, and he 
ealls attention to the lack of the Navy in 
cruisers, submarines and river gunboats. 

“The Navy of the United States at pres- 
ent does not equal in cruiser strength 
either of the other two powers signatory 
to the treaty,” he said, “nor is the fleet to 
be considered as in any way balanced 
through lack of this vital arm. The dis- 
parity between the cruiser strength 
Great Britain and that of the United 
States is so great that we cannot hope for 
many years to bring about anything ap- 
proaching equality with that power. 


U.S. Navy Ill-Balanced 


“The Navy of the United States,” says 
Mr. Denby, “is so ill-balanced and so defi- 
cient in cruiser strength that it would be 
put at a serious disadvantage in major op- 
erations of any kind. The power of cruis- 
ers in offense and in defense is a primary 
factor in naval strategy. Other than the 
ten light cruisers, some of which are au- 
thorized under the 1916 building program, 
some of which are now completed and oth- 
ers rapidly nearing completion, we are 
without real cruiser strength. 

“Vessels still in service of the type of 
the Pittsburgh, Denver and Salem are use- 
ful for peace work, but would be practical!y 
without value in time of war. The raid- 
ers that drive our commerce from the sea, 
that attack our transports and supply 
ships can never be overtaken unless we 
build cruisers to do the work., Therefore, 
as a measure looking toward the ultimat: 
provision of the fleet and equalization with 
other powers, I strongly recommend the 
authorization and appropriation of funds 
sufficient to commence construction of ciglt 
10,000-ton cruisers. 

“A large submarine tonnage is beiaz laid 
down abroad. At present forty-one sub- 
marines are building or projected by @ sin- 
gle power; twenty-three of tiese are over 
1,000 tons—that is, they ar? vessels eapa- 
ble of long-distance cruising. In addition 
to the forty-one mentioned, eleven were 
completed in 1922 and 1923 by this same 
power. If present foreign programs sre 
completed without any additions, the 
United States would have to build 50,000 
tons of submarines in order to attain the 
treaty ratios. 

“The United States has no cruiser and 
no mine-laying submarines. Both types 
demonstrated their great usefulness in the 
World War. In order to supply in part 
our deficiency in these types, and in order 
to begin to attain a suitable relative sub- 
marine strength, I recommend the authori- 
zation and appropriation of funds suffi- 
cient to commence construction of three 
submarines of the cruiser type. 

“T recommend also that Congress an- 
thorize six gunboats of suitable type and 
size and make appropriation for their com- 
plete construction as early as possible.” 


National Guard Officers to 
Take War College Course 


‘TEN National Guard officers have indi- 

eated their willingness to go to Wash- 
ington for the purpose of taking the G-1 
course at the War College, which will be- 
gin instruction on Jan. 2. 1924, and con- 
elude Feb. 19. It is possible that the list 
may be slightly changed between now and 
the time of the opening of the course, due 
to the inability of some of the officers to 
attend the course.

cause their running mates in the line are 
first promoted. 

The Equalization bill extends the same 
principle to the selection grades.: How- 
ever, not all line officers are promoted into 
the next higher grade in the selection 
grades in order of seniority, as they are 
in the lower grades. The-Selection Board 
passes over some officers and fails to pro- 
mote them. ‘Therefore, each line officer 
when he igs promoted has availed himself of 
a chance or an opportunity which may be 
mathematically determined. 

This bill outlines the method of deter- 
mining the chance or opportunity, that a 
line officer has for promotion to a selec- 
tion grade and applies this chance or op- 
portunity to the staff officers as they be- 
come eligible for promotion. A staff offi- 
cer becomes eligible for the sole and sim- 
ple reason that his running mate in the 
line, or an officer junior thereto, has been 
selected. 

The following is the text of the bill: 


FOR EQUALIZATION OF PROMOTION OF 
OFFICERS OF THE STAFF CORPS OF 
THE NAVY WITH OFFICERS 
OF THE LINE. 


: enacted, etc., That for all purposes 
of this act the words “staff officer’ or ‘staff 
officers’’ as hereinafter used shall be construed 


to include only officers of the Medical, Supply, 


Be it 


Chaplain, Construction, Civil Engineer and 
Dental Corps of the Navy. 
Hereafter all advancements to ranks of rear 


admiral, captain and commander in each of the 
staff corps above mentioned, including advance- 
ment of staff officers who are or may be addi- 
tional numbers, shall be by selection only as 
hereinafter provided from staff officers of next 
lower respective rank in corps concerned. 

Provided, That ranks of rear admiral, cap- 
tain and commander are hereby established in 
grades of dental surgeon and chaplain. 

Provided further, That advancements of staff 
officers herein authorized to ranks of rear ad- 
miral, captain and commander shall be made 
regardless of numbers or percentages established 
by any prior acts for distribution of staff offi- 
cers in ranks or grades of such corps, and such 
prior acts in so far as they establish numbers 
or percentages in the various ranks or grades 
are hereby repealed. 

Provided further. That when a staff officer 
is advanced by selection in accordance with this 
act to a rank which does not now exist in grade 
held by him at time of such advancement, he 
shall be promoted to next higher grade in his 
corps at same time he is so advanced in rank. 

Provided further, That no staff officer shall 


be advanced to rank of rear admiral, captain 

or commander, except in accordance with this 

act and by and with advice and consent of 

Senate, but th's shall not operate to repeal 
Sees. 1506 and 1507, Revised Statutes. 
Composition of Selection Boards. 

Sec. 2. Boards for selection of staff officers 


rank of rear admiral shall 
less than three nor more 


for advancement to 
be composed of not 


than nine officers of rank of rear admiral or 
commodore on active or retired list of staff 
corps concerned. Boards for selection of staff 


officers for advancement to ranks of captain and 
commander shall be composed of not less than 
five nor more than nine officers not below rank 
or retired list of staff 


of captain on active 
corps concerned. 

Provided, That in case there be not a suf- 
fic'ent number of staff officers of corps con- 


cerned legally or physically capacitated to serve 
on a selection board of such corps as herein 
provided, officers of line on active list of rank 


of rear admiral may be detailed to duty on 
such board to constitute required minimum 
membership. 

Provided further, That no officer shal! be 


recommended for advancement unless he shall 
have received recommendation of not less than 
two-thirds of members of board. 

See. 3. Each member of selection boards 
herein provided for shall swear, or affirm, that 
he will, without prejudice or partiality, and 
having in view solely the special fitness of 
officers and efficiency of naval service, perform 
duties imposed upon him as herein provided. 

Each said selection board shall be furnished 
by Secretary of the Navy with number of offi- 
cers to he recommended for advancement by 
said board and with names of all officers eligi- 


ble for consideration by said board as herein 
authorized, together with record of each such 
officer. 


Provided, That any officer eligible for con- 
sideration for selection as herein authorized 
shall have right to forward through official 
channels at any time not later than ten days 


after convening of a selection board for his 
corps a written communication inviting atten- 
tion te any matter of record in Navy Depart- 
ment concerning himself which he deems im- 
portant in consideration of his case. 

Provided further, That such communication 


shall not contain any reflection upon character, 
conduct, cr motives of, or criticism of, any 
officer. 

The report of each board shall be in writing, 


signed by all the members, and shall certify 
that board has carefully considered the case of 


every officer eligible for consideration by said 
beard under this law, and that in opinion of 
not less than two-thirds of members the officers 
therein recommended are best fitted of all those 


under considerasion to assume duties of next 
higber rank. Report of board shall be sub- 
mitted to President for approval or disap- 
proval. In case any officer recommended by 
Learé be not acceptable to President, board 
shall be informed of name of such officer and 
may reccmmend another officer, provided there 
be another officer eligible for consideration by 
said board, and if necessary board shall be re- 
convened for this purpose. 


Eligible Lists for Promotion. 


When report of board shall have been ap- 
proved by President officers recommended 
therein shall be deemed eligibie for selection and 
shall be advanced to and commissioned in ac- 
cordance with this section in ranks for which 
recommended, and when so commissioned each 
such officer shall be given in his new commis- 
sion same date of rank which has been, or in 
due course will be, stated in commission in 


such rank of his running mate assigned him 
in accordance with this act. 
Provided, That a staff officer who is recom- 


mended by report of a selection board approved 
by President shall be eligible for advancement 
to higher rank in his corps under this act if 
and when his running mate or an officer junior 
to his running mate has been promoted to that 
higher rank in line of Navy or when a vacancy 
in that rank exists in line of Navy which will 
in due course be filled by promotion of his 
running mate or an officer junior to his run- 
ning mate. 

Provided further, That a staff officer selected 
and advanced in accordance with this act shall, 
except as otherwise provided in Sec. 11, be en- 
titled to pay of rank to which so advanced from 
date stated in his commission, but no staff 
officer shall become, by virtue of this proviso, 
entitled to any increased pay or allowances 
prior to date of this act. 

Provided further, That any officer so selected 
for advancement shall, prior to advancement, 
be subject in all respects to examinations pre- 
scribed by law for officers advanced by seni- 
ority, and in case of failure to pass required 
professional examination, such officer shall there- 


after be ineligible for selection and advance- 
ment. Should any such officer fail to pass re- 
quired physical examination he shall not be 
considered, in event of retirement, entitled to 
next higher rank. 
Running Mate Provisions. 
Sec.* 4. Hereafter all staff officers in Navy 


commissioned prior to March 4, 1913, when of 
same rank as their running mates or of rank 
for which their running mates have been se- 
lected, shall take precedence with all other line 
and staff officers of same rank from dates 
stated in commissions, or which in due courge 
will be stated in commissions, of their running 
staff officers of a higher 


mates in said rank; 
rank than rank held by their running mates 
until their running mates have been selected 


for such higher rank shall take precedence with 
all line and staff officers of rank then held by 
them in accordance with date stated in com- 
mission of junior line officer in such higher 
rank; staff officers of a lower rank than rank 
held by their running mates shall take prece- 
dence with a'l line and staff officers of same 
rank in accordance with dates stated in com- 
missions that had been held by their running 
mates in such lower rank. 

Provided, That staff officers having same 
rank and same date of precedence in that rank 
shall take precedence in following order: (a) 
medical officers; (b) officers of Supply Corps; 
(c) chaplains; (d) naval Géonstructors; (e) 
civil engineers; (f) dental officers. 

Provided further, That staff officers assigned 
running mates in accordance with this act if 
thereafter assigned new running mates shall have 
with respect to other staff officers who also 
have as their running mates the new running 
mates so assigned, the precedence held by them 
prior to assignment of such new running mates. 

See. 5. For purposes of this act the term 
“passed over’ when applied to an officer shall 
be construed to mean that such officer when 
eligible for consideration for’ selection for 
permanent advancement has failed to be so se- 
lected and an officer junior to him in same 
branch of Navy has been selected and perma- 
nently advanced. 


Provided. That no staff officer shall be re- 
garded as having been passed over by reason 


of advancement to rank of rear admiral prior 
to July 1, 1918, of an officer junior to him in 
his corps nor by reason of advancement in rank 
since that date of any officer of his corps not 
now on active list of Navy. ; 

Sec. 6. Each staff officer commissioned in 
his corps prior to March 4, 1913, who has 
served continuously on active list of said corps 
since that date, and who has not lost numbers 
for any cause since Jan. 1, 1914, or who has 
not been passed over, shall be assigned as his 
running mate junior line officer who appeared 
above him on precedence list of Navy as pub- 
lished in Navy Registrar of Jan. 1, 1914; each 
staff officer commissioned on or after March 4, 
1913, now on active list, who has not lost num- 
bers for any cause or who has not been passed 
over, shall be assigned as his running mate that 
line officer with or next after’ whom he takes 
precedence in accordance with existing law. 

Provided, That if the running mate who 
would be assigned in accordance with foregoing 
clauses of this section to any staff officer ap- 
pointed in his corps prior to March 4, 1913, 
is junior to running mate of any staff officer 
appointed in same corps, on or after said date, 
staff officer first mentioned shall then be as- 
signed as his running mate the running mate 
of senior staff officer of same corps now on 
active list who was appointed on or after March 
4, 1913. 

Provided That if the line officer 
assigned as a running mate to a staff officer, 
in accordance with first clause of this section. 
has become separated from_active list. has been

NEW YORK, N. Y. 
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G.C.M. of Navy Officers 
Concluded at San Diego 


HE trial by G.C.M. of Lt. Comdr. Rich- 

ard H. Booth, U.S.N., on a charge of 
negligence in permitting his vessel, the de- 
stroyer Chauncey, to be run on the rocks, 
came to an end Dec. 1, when the court 
announced it had found him not guilty of 
the charge and acquitted him. 

The acquittal of Comdr. Booth marks 
the end of the trials of the eleven officers 
of the Navy in connection with the Joss of 
seven destroyers off Cape Honda, Calif.. 
Sept. 8, 1923. They were the greatest 
series of trials by G.C.M. in the history 
of the Navy. 

The acquittal of Comdr. Booth came 
after only a short deliberation by the court. 
In the argument of the defense it was 
brought out that the loss of the Chauncey 
probably saved the lives of all the sailors 
clinging to the overturned destroyer Young. 
a few hundred yards distant the night of 
the disaster. 

After the end of the trials, which began 
Nov. 5, the court commented favorably on 
the celerity with which Lt. Comdr. L. FE. 
Bratton, the judge advocate, presented the 
case of the prosecution and for the orderly 
manner in which the evidence was brought 
out. Because of his familiarity with the 
case, Comdr. Bratton was able to save the 
court much valuable time.

XYREAT pressure is being brought to bear 
— upon Representative Dempsey of New 
York to induce him to drop his fight for 
the modification of the House rules so 
that the Military and Naval committees 
can be restored to something like their 
former status. The powerful super-Ap- 
propriations Committee was able to per- 
suade Mr. Dempsey and his associates that 
it would be unwise to bring it up at the 
first Republican caucus held on Dec. 1, 
when the radical progressive block inau- 
gurated its fight against Speaker Gillette. 
Mr. Dempsey was prepared to introduce a 
resolution at that time and doubtless would 
have won, but it would have added much 
to the confusion in the Republican ranks of 
the House and he yielded in the interest 
of party harmony. 


Crippling Defense by Stinting Funds 


‘THE members who controlled the super- 

Appropriations Committee fear a test 
of strength on the proposition. The pres- 
ent arrangement and organization of the 
House are not satisfactory to a majority 
of the members. Not only in military and 
naval affairs, but on other matters the Ap- 
propriations Committee is dominating the 
legislative program. It is true that all 
new legislation is supposed to originate in 
the standing committees, such as the Mili- 
tary and Naval committees, but under the 
guise of reducing the appropriations new 
legislation is being put through the Ap- 
propriations Committee. It was through 
the Appropriations Committee that the 
strength of the Army and Navy were re- 
duced. Under the Holman rule, any legis- 
lation which purports to reduce the ex- 
penses of the government can be attached 
to an appropriation bill by the super- 
Appropriations Committee; furthermore, it 
will be in order when it is reported to the 
House. The Army and Navy can be re- 
duced in strength by the Appropriations 
Committee, but not an officer or enlisted 
man can be added to them by the Appro- 
priations Committee unless authorized 
through legislation which is reported out 
of the Military or Naval Committee. 

And legislation reported out of the Mili- 
tary or Naval Committee and passed by 
both the Senate and the House amounts to 
very little more than a resolution passed 
by an afternoon pink tea society if the 
Appropriations Committee does not report 
out appropriations to carry it into effect. 
This is why the Appropriations Committee, 
under existing rules, has a strangle hold 
on the National Defense act and the naval 
program, 


Open Hearings Should Prevail 


HIS crime is being committed in the 

name of the Budget. The Bureau of 
the Budget is carving the vitals out of the 
Army and Navy estimates and the Appro- 
priations Committee in the past three 
years has been finishing the job. Small 
wonder is it that President Coolidge, in 
his annual message to Congress, declared 
that the strength of the Army and Navy 
has reached the danger point. 

Under the old system the War Depart- 
ment estimates were referred to the Mili- 
tary Committee and the Navy Department 
estimates to the Naval Committee. Both 
committees appointed sub-committees who 
conducted open hearings and went over 
each item with great care. The daily 
press reported these hearings and the coun- 
try was advised as to what consideration 
was being given to the recommendatioas 
of military and naval authorities. Now, 
the recommendations of the War and Navy 
Departments do not reach Congress ex- 
cept through the secret hearings conducted 
by the Appropriations Committee. Noth- 
ing is known as to what took place in the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
until after the bill is reported to the House. 
Then there is issued from the committee 
a large volume of the hearings which no 
one _ time to read before the bill is 
passed, 


Sub-Committees Hold Power 


HE whole Appropriations Committee 

never considers the Army and Navy ap- 
Propriations. Its members do not even 
exereise a supervisory control over the na- 
tional defense appropriations. The War 
Department sub-commttee, which consists 
of three active members. attempts to do 
the work that the entire Military Commit- 
tee of twenty-two members formerly did. 
The War Department sub-committee of 
the Appropriations Committee is just as 
independent of the entire committee as the 
Military Committee was under the old or- 
zAnization. The same is true relative to 
the Navy Department snb-committee. The

goes through the form of considering the 
entire Appropriations Committee only 
reports of the War Department and Navy 
Department sub-committees. This has 
been done in one session just before the 
bill is reported to the House. Occasion- 
ally one of the members of the Appropria- 
tions Committee who is not on the sub- 
committee enters a protest, but he is in- 
variably voted down. The whole commit- 
tee approves the reports of the sub-com- 
mittee without as much as reading the bill. 

The claim that appropriating through 
the sub-committees is co-ordinated by the 
entire committee so as to carry out the 
budget scheme is only a camouflage. This 
assertion cannot be sustained if it ever 
comes before the House. 

So far, under the guise of carrying out 
the Budget law, the super-Appropriations 
Committee has not only been able to con- 
trol all appropriations, but shapes most 
of the important legislation. It has been 
absolute as far as the Army and Navy are 
concerned, and if it is able to smother Mr. 
Dempsey before he brings his motion up 
on the floor of the House it will con- 
tinue to railroad Army and Navy legisla- 
tion through the House without adequate 
consideration. 


House Rules Should Be Amended 
Me. DEMPSEY, the day that Congress 

adjourned after the election of Speaker 
Gillette, stated that he would introduce a 
resolution amending the rules. He has 
been holding conferences with his associ- 
ates with a view to framing a resolution 
which will give some relief from this situ- 
ation. He is anxious that it be so framed 
that the opposition can not claim that it is 
an attack upon the budget. The resolu- 
tion will be referred to the Committee on 
Rules, which, under an agreement reached 
when Speaker Gillette was elected, must 
be reported to the House before the first 
of the year. That is, the committee must 
make a favorable or unfavorable report. by 
that time. ; 

It would be natural to suppose that the 
progressive bloc would support such a res- 
olution. Unfortunately, a majority of the 
progressive bloc are new members in the 
House and do not have an understanding 
of the working of the machinery of the 
House. ‘The older members in the pro- 
gressive bloc are more interested in se- 
curing desirable committee appointments 
than in obtaining tangible results in the 
liberalizaton of the rules of the House. In 
reaching for the moon, they are neglecting 
opportunities to obtain results that will 
increase the influence of the individual 
members on the legislative program. Oth- 
ers are confused with the budget dust that 
is being thrown into the air by the sup- 
porters of the super-Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 

Unless there is assurance of success, the 
average member of Congress will not vote 
for the Dempsey amendment. They fear 
to offend the super-Appropriations Com- 
mittee, which will control if the Dempsey 
amendment should either be pigeon-holed 
or fail of passage. During all this time a 
systematic attempt is being made to quiet 
the agitation for an amendment of the 
rules along the lines proposed by Mr. 
Dempsey. The supporters of the amend- 
ment are told that eventually the rules 
must be amended, but not now. They are 
assured that as soon as the radical and 
progressive become regular the rules will 
be taken up in a regular way and amend- 
ed in such a way as to restore the old 
standing committees to their former status. 
It is also represented that any amendment 
at this time to disturb the super-Appro- 
priations Committee would be taken by 
the country at large as an attempt to de- 
stroy the budget. 


Training for Reserve Officers 


HE budget estimates provide fifteen 

days’ training for 12,000 Reserve offi- 
cers and for active duty for 615 Reserve 
officers for a long period. This is less 
than half of the General Staff program. 
The minimum, in the opinion of the Gen- 
eral Staff, should be 20,000 Reserve offi- 
cers for the fifteen days’ program. The 
amount appropriated last year was $1,755,- 
000 and the estimates this year carry $2,- 
907.640. 

It is understood fhat the General Staff. 
when it had received instructions to cut 
its estimates, proposed a compromise pro- 
gram by which 20,000 Reserve officers 
would be given an opportunity to take the 
fifteen days’ period of fraining. This was 


rejected by the Bureau of the Budget and 
the program was reduced to 12,000. 

The original program was to call out 
one-third of the Reserve officers each year. 
This would call for between 26,000 and 
27,000 Reserve officers. Then Gen. Per- 
shing and a member of the General Staff 
made a suggestion of one-fifth of the 
strength of the Reserve Corps, which 
would be about 20,000. 

Tweaty thousand would amount to sub- 
stantial progress in developing the Organ- 
ized Reserves. When the veterans of the 
World War become too old for active ser- 
vice even the General Staff’s program of 
training one-third of the Reserve officers 
each year will not be sufficient. The pro- 
gram for training one-third of the corps 
takes into consideration that a large pro- 
portion of the Reserve officers have more 
service. Such a program would make it 
possible to fill up the Reserve Corps from 
the young men that come in from the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps and the Cit- 
izens’ Military Training Camps. Later, 
when the Officers’ Reserve Corps must de- 
pend entirely upon the R.O.T.C. and the 
C.M.T.C., the percentage of Reserve offi- 
cers who will take the fifteen days’ course 
must be increased. 

This will be necessary to qualify Re- 
serve officers for the higher grades. More 
of them must also be given an opportunity 
to attend the Army service schools. It 
will only be through such a policy that 
the Reserve officers can be given an oppor- 
tunity to qualify themselves for promotion 
to the higher grades. 

Of course, the National Guard can be 
used to qualify officers for the higher 
grades, but this will not be sufficient to 
keep up the strength of the Reserve Corps 
in the higher grades. 


Budget Stints National Guard 


HE budget estimates will not permit 

the expansion of the National Guard 
according to the recommendations of the 
War Department and the National De- 
fense act. The Bureau of the Budget has 
simply slashed the National Guard esti- 
mates again until the Militia Bureau will 
be compelled to restrict the activities of 
the guardsmen as it did last year. Under 
the estimates, after June 30, 1924, ‘the or- 
ganization of new units musf be discon- 
tinued and recruiting in the existing Na- 
tional Guard must stop. ‘When the esti- 
mates are fully digested they will have a 
depressing effect upon the Guard through- 
out the country. 

In preparing the National Guard esti- 
mates for 1925 the War Department bud- 
get gave the Militia Bureau an increase 
of $1,500,000 for 1925 over the 1924 ap- 
propriations, but the Budget Bureau cut 
that down to $763,800. The entire amount 
for the purchase of horses was eliminated 
and $610,000 was cut from the expenses 
of the training camps, giving the Militia 
Bureau exactly the same for 1925 as was 
appropriated for 1924. 

National Guard Growing 

At the present time, the National Guard 

has an aggregate strength of 166,000 
men which is increasing at the rate of 1,800 
per month. During the winter months the 
increase is slow, but just prior to the 
training season this increase is greatly 
augmented. By June 30, 1924, the Bureau 
expects 181,000 men to be enrolled in the 
Guard, and by June 30, 1925, it is ex- 
pected that the National Guard will num- 
ber 200,000 men, and during 1925 average 
190,000. 

A study reveals the fact that the 1925 
estimate of $30,577,940, which is allowed 
by the Budget Bureau, is not sufficient to 
provide for the training and activities of 
these 190,000 men during the fiscal year of 
1925. Although only an increase of $763.- 
800 for all National Guard activities al- 
lowed by the Budget Bureau over the 1924 
appropriations, the strength of the Na- 
tional Guard will be increased over this 
period by 20,000. 

Under the head “Expenses, Camps of 
Instruction,” there is no increase for 1925 
over 1924. The budget gave $10,200,000 
for this item, which will permit only 160,- 
000 men to attend training camps and be 
given instruction in rifle competitions, na- 
tional matches, four-day schools, prepara- 
tion of camp sites, etc. As the Militia 
Bureau is expecting 170,000 men at the 
above-mentioned camps, the allowance of 
the 1925.estimate will mean that 10,000 
active National Guardsmen will be pre- 
vented from going to camp in 1925 unless 
the fifteen days are reduced or the rifle 


competitions, four-day schools and the na- 
tional matches must be eliminated. 


Provision for Citizens’ Camps Inadequate 
HEROIC measures must be adopted if 

the Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
ever reach the mark set by the late Presi- 
dent Harding, who was really conservative 
in regard to the adequacy of national de- 
fense, but declared that there should be a 
hundred thousand boys in the training 
camps every year. This is also the mini- 
mum prescribed by the General Staff to 
carry out the provisions of the National 
Defense act. 

The late President mdde this declara- 
tion in a speech in Washington after he. 
had reviewed the students from Camp 
(Meade. He had given some thought to 
the matter and realized, in a measure, the 
benefits that would accrue to the youth of 
the nation if the government should carry 
out such a program. 

Yet the budget estimate for the Citizens’ 

Military Training Camps submitted to 
Congress will provide for about 28,000 
students in next summer’s camps. This is, 
roughly speaking, about 3,500 more than 
the actual attendance of last year’s camps. 
By cutting the appropriations and discour- 
aging those who have been interested in 
the camps, Congress and the Bureau of the 
Budget are creating the impression that 
twenty-five or thirty thousand is the limit 
for the expansion of these camps. 
. To carry out an adequate program for 
the military training camps the War De- 
partment and the Military Training Camps 
Association should make: 

1. A drive for an increase above the 
budget estimates. 

2. Start a recruiting campaign immedi- 
ately. At least plans for one which will 
fill up the camps and create a demand for 
this training which could not be resisted 
by the economists in Congress should be 
inaugurated. 

Amending Pay Act 

‘THE draft for a bill to amend the Pay 

act which was prepared by the Inter- 
departmental Committee is now before the 
secretaries of the departments affected. 
After almost endless negotiations between 
the departments through this committee 
the bill has been reduced to six sections. 
The sixth section of the Pay act referriag 
largely to rental allowances has been com- 
pletely rewritten. 

When the bill is sent to Congress it will 
be accompanied by strong letters from 
the Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
the Navy, the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Secretary of Commerce. With 
this indorsemeat it is believed that the 
measure will receive very serious consid- 
eration from Congress and will be passed 
at this session. 

The Recess Nominations 
‘THE Senate Committee on Military 

Affairs held its first meeting on Dec. 
14, when Chairman Wadsworth laid be- 
fore it the large list of nominations which 
the War Department has sent to the Sen- 
ate. Thé Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
will hold a meeting on Dec. 18, when it is 
expected that the list of nominations from 
the Navy Department will be considered. 

It is not believed that there will be any 
opposition to the confirmation of the Navy 
nominations, but there is still talk of hold- 
ing up Col. Major’s nomination in the 
Military Committee. 

Political pressure is being brought to 
bear upon both of the Senators from Mas- 
sachusetts to continue their opposition to 
Col. Major. How far they will go in re- 
sponse to these demands is not known. 
Maj. Gen. Clarence E. Edwards, U.S.A., 
retired, who was in Washington this week, 
disclaimed any interest in the case, de- 
spite statements \in the daily press that he 
is behind the efforts that have been made 
to prevent the promotion of Col. Major. . 
Gen. Edwards insists that he is in no 
way responsible for the fight that has been 
made against Col. Major. 

At present, Gen. Edwards is extremely 
busy as commander of the Massachusstts 
Department of the American Legion. His 
purpose in Washington was to secure some 
enlargements for the Veterans’ Hospital in 
Massachusetts. 

Marine Corps Would Keep Gen. Butler 
‘THE man who advises Brig. Gen. Smed- 
ley Butler, U.S.M.C., to accept the po- 
sition. of Director of Safety of Philadel- 
phia is not regarded in the Navy Depart- 
ment as a friend of the general. Natur- 
ally, the Marine Corps.does not like to 
lose the services of Gen. Butler, but in 
addition to this the friends of Gen. But- 
ler are hoping that the President will dis- ~ 
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approve of his application for four years’ 
leave. 

The affairs of Philadelphia, on account 
of the Volstead act, are in a nasty mess. 
This can be said to be true of all the large 
cities, without regard to whether a seri- 
ous attempt is being made to enforce pro- 
hibition. If Gen. Butler could be placed 
upon the same basis in Philadelphia as he 
is at Quantico there is no doubt that he 
could clean up Philadelphia or any other 
city. But he would face different condi- 
tions in any civilian community. 

The only way that Gen. Butler could 
use effective measures would be by plac- 
ing the city under martial law. No com- 
munity would submit to military discipline 
without the employment of draste meas- 
ures which would make the Director of 
Public Safety the most unpopular inhab- 
itant of the city. It is predicted that 
Gen. Butler, if he is appointed, will not 
stay long in the position, for despite the 
fair promises of the Mayor-elect of Phila- 
delphia, he will be asked to play politics. 
This Gen. Butler would not do, and as a 
consequence he would resign. 

Service Committees Reorganized 


"THERE is a general reorganization of 

the Military and Naval committees of 
the Senate in the list which has been an- 
nounced officially. 

The Naval Affairs Committee will have 
a new ehairman in Senator Hale from 
Maine. Senator Hale now occupies the 
place in the Senate which was held by his 
distinguished father for years. The senior 
Hale was one of the best friends the Navy 
ever had in the Senate, and no doubt his 
son, Senator Frederick Hale, will carry 
on in the task of building up the Navy. 


Senate Military Committee 


GENATOR WADSWORTH remains as 

chairman of the Military Committee, 
but the friends of national defense fear 
that this will be his last term, as it is 
only a matter of time until he will be the 
leader of the Republican side in the 
Senate. Even now he is the group that 
controls the Senate. 

On the whole, the Senate comnfittee has 


been strengthened by the new members. 
Senators Hiram Johnson and Frank L. 
Greene are both able advocates oi ba- 


tional defense. The situation on the Dem- 
ocratic side of the committee has been im- 
proved by the elevation of Senator Dun- 
can U. Fletcher of Florida to th» position 
of ranking minority member of the com- 
mittee. This is brought about by the re- 


tirement of Senator Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska. Senator Fletcher has been idcn- 


tified with most of cle important milicary 
legislation that has Leen enacted since he 
has been in the Senaie. He never misses 
a meeting of the committee when he is in 
the city and makes a close study of every 
important measure that comes before the 
committee. 

The Military Committee suffers a dis- 
tinct loss in the retirement of Se1ator 
Howard Sutherland of West Virginia and 
Senator Harry S. New of [Indiana from 
Congress. It also loses in the transfer of 
Senator Spencer of Missouri to Apvropri- 
ations, although it is doubtful whether 
Senator Spencer will lose his interest in 
national defense by the change. Senators 
David I. Walsh of Massachusetts, Walter 
L. George of Georgia, Samuel M. Ralston 
of Indiana and William C. Bruce of Mary- 
land are added to the Democratic side of 
the committee. Senator Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska and Senator Henry L. Myers of 
Montana retire from Congress at the be- 
ginning of this session. Senators Ken- 
neth McKellar of Tennessee and Joseph 
T. Robinson are transferred to other com- 
mittees. , 

Senator Robinson was usually sound on 
military questions, although at times he 
was opposed to meritorious measures. 
Senator Hitchcock was never in sympathy 
with the Military Establishment and Me- 
Kellar usually voted for reduction in the 
strength of the Army. 

The new committee is/arranged in the 
following order: Senators Wadsworth 
(chairman), Warren, Capper, Cameron, 
Bursum, Reed of Pennsylvania, Brook- 
hart, Johnson, Greene, Republicans; 
Fletcher, Sheppard, Walsh, George, Ral- 
ston, Bruce, Democrats. 


Senate Naval Affairs Committee 


‘THE Senate Committee on Naval Af- 

fairs loses five members on the Repub- 
lican side and two on the Democratic side. 
It is almost an entirely new committee. 
The following Senators, either by retire- 
ment from Congress or transfers, are re- 
moved from the committee: Senators Page 
of Vermont. Poindexter of Washington, 
France of Maryland, Nicholas of Colo- 
rado, Couzens of Michigan, Pittman of 


Nevada and Walsh of Montana. 

The committee as now constituted is as 
follows: Senators Hale (chairman) Lodge, 
ot.

Senator King of Utah is inclined 
to be too severe in his criticisms of the 
Navy, but can hardly be classed as a 
pacifist. 

House Still Unsettled 
N account of the unsettled conditions 


in the House the members of the Mili- 
tary and Naval committees will not feel 
secure in their assignménts until they are 
re-elected by the entire House. This is 
apt to be more than a mere formality in 
this Congress. 

According to the tentative list of Re- 
publicans, former Assistant Secretary of 
War J. Mayhew Wainwright will be 
placed on the Military Committee. The 
other new members are Representatives 
B. Caroll Reece of Tennessee and John C 
Speaks of Ohio. The member from Ohio 
was a former National Guard officer. The 
Republican membership of the committee 
has been reduced from 16 to 12. 

Chairman Kahn continues at the head 
of the committee, with Representative 
John C. MacKenzie as ranking Republi- 
can. The other members of the committee 
appearing on the Republican side are 
named in the following order: John M. 
Meria, Harry E. Hull, W. Frank James, 
Harry C. Ranseley, John Philip Hill, 
Harry M. Wurtzbach, Louis A. Froth- 
ingham, B. Carroll Reese, John C. Speaks 
and Wainwright.

mittee has organized It is generally 
taken for granted that Representative An- 
thony of Kansas will continue as chair- 
man of the War Department sub-commit- 
tee and Representative French of Idaho 
will be selected as chairman of the Navy 
Department sub-committee. 

The active members of the committee 
will be Anthony (chairman), and Dickin- 
son of Iowa, Republicans, and Harrison 
of Virginia, Democrat. Dickinson succeeds 
Stafford of Wisconsin. 

Among the new members of the Ap- 
propriations Committee who are under 
consideration as successor to Representa- 
tive Stafford of Wisconsin, who retires 
from the House, on the War Department 
sub-Committee are Representatives H. E. 
Barber of California, John W. Summers 
of Washington, Guy U. Hardy of Colo- 
rado and Thatcher of Kentucky. 

There is only one real vacancy on the 
Navy Department sub-committee, and that 
is occasioned by the retirement of Repre- 
sentative Kelley of Michigan. It is as- 
sumed that Chairman French and Repre- 
sentative Davis of New York will be con- 
tinued by the Republicans. Representative 
James F’. Byrnes of South Carolina, it is 
stated, has been assured of his place by 
the Democrats. 


Would Have Only C. and G:S. 
Students for War College 


$¢] am strongly of the opinion that the 

Command and General Staff School 
should be the only source from which the 
War College should draw its student offi- 
cers,” declares Maj. Gen. H. E. Ely, com- 
mandant of the General Service Schools, 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., in his annual 
report made public this week. He ex- 
plains that he formed this opinion “after 
consultation with the commandant of the 
Army War College.” 

The report shows that the affairs of the 
schools seem to be in very good condition. 
It covers the consolidation of the two 
schools into the Command and General 
Staff School, and concludes by strongly 
recommending “that the one-year course 
be continued at least three or four years, 
in order to get. out the large number of 
graduates which are deemed necessary.” 

The “Mailing List” numbers about 5,000 
members, according to the report, includ- 
ing officers of the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Reserve Corps, as weil as civil- 
ians. Course “D,” Correspondence School. 
“has in a large measure taken the place of 
the mailing list,” it is stated. 

Reports of the staff of the General Ser- 
vice Schools are included in the appendix, 
and that of the assistant commandant, 
Col. R. H. Allen, Inf., declares that “the 
instructional force on duty at these schools 
during the 1922-1923 school year was in- 
sufficient.” 

“This shortage of instructior personnel,” 
which he states could not be definitely 
foreseen, “not only placed an abnormally 
heavy burden on the instructors, but re- 
sulted in an unavoidable delay in the prep- 
aration of certain War Department pub- 
lications.” 

Other extracts from the report follow: 


Making Efficiency Report 


Officers while here are under the closest 
supervision of a large number of very ex- 
perienced instructors. The efficiency re- 
ports made out here are not merely the 
opinion of the commandant or one of the 
directors, but they are the mature judg- 
ment, after due discussion and considera- 
tion, of not only the faculty board, but 
some ten or a dozen other advisors with 
regard to each efficiency report. It is 
believed, therefore, that these reports, be- 
ing practically reports of a board of offi- 
cers of considerable experience, some 
twelve or fifteen in number, are deserving 
of considerable consideration in the selec- 
tion of officers for various duties. 


Liaison with Other Schools 


Graduates of this school are now on the 
instruction force of all the Special Service 
Schools. Their service has been highly 
commended by the commandants of these 
various schools, and has served to assist 
in intimate liaison of the Special Service 
Schools with this school. The inclusion 
in the Army War College course of study 
of “The Tactics of Typical Army, acting 
independently or within an Army group, 
covering phases of concentration, advance. 
deployment, combat and pursuit, and the 
general details of supply incident thereto,” 
will transfer from the present General 
Staff School part of its course and will 
cause the War College to be more inti- 
mately connected with the course here as 
a post-graduate school. 


Command Emphasized 


The command phase of instruction here 
has been strongly emphasized and careful 
distinction made of the difference in func- 
tions of the commander and his staff. 
Much time has been given to the study of 
the functions of command, realizing that 
all commanders to be fully efficient must 
have detailed knowledge of staff work, and 
all staff officers to be fullv efficient must 
have intimate knowledge of the command- 
ing officer’s viewpoint. 


Officers Deailed to War College Course 


This year it was found that after tak- 
ing up ten of the fifty places delegated to 
these schools for student officers at the 
Army War College by instructors being 
relieved here. fourteen of the remaining 
places were due to officers of the various 
staff departments, quartermaster, medical. 
judge advocate general, adjutants general 
departments, etc., which would leave but 
twenty-six to officers of combatant arms. 
Authority was given by the War Depart- 
ment to designate forty men from the com- 
batant arms and the greater proportion of 
officers from the staff departments were 
taken into the War College by special au- 
thority in excess of the usual number. 
After consultation with the commandant 
of.the Army War College I am strongly of 
the opinion that the Command and Gen- 


eral Staff School should be the only source 
from which the War College should draw 
its student officers. The chiefs of branches 
should designate officers from their vari- 
ous branches to attend the War Collegs 
from among those who graduate with 
credit from the Command and General 
Staff School. In this way officers enter- 
ing the War College would have proper 
preparation and come in on a common 
footing, and the proportion of combatant 
officers would be assured. 


Attendance at General Service Schools 


At the present time there is authority 
for taking in a small number of Nationa! 
Guard officers at these schools. Certain 
National Guard and Reserve officers have 
made inquiry in regard to this. It is ree- 
ommended that not to exceed forty Na- 
tional Guard or Organized Reserve officers 
be detailed to take the three-months’ course 
at these schools in the use of the combined 
arms. This course should be held during 
the months of April, May and June, giv- 
ing the officers opportunity for the practi- 
eal out-of-door work. While at first offi- 
cers might be detailed who from their posi- 
tions in the World War are considered 
competent to take this course, later it 
should be confined to field officers who have 
graduated in the Course “D” Correspond- 
ence School. 

By giving special assistance to those 
officers whose work was not entirely satis- 
factory in the earlier part of the course 
their work was brought up to a satisfac- 
tory point, so fhat all otticers of bofh the 
General Staff Class and the Command and 
General Staff Class who completed the full 
course were graduates. 


212th Artillery, N.Y.N.G., 
Shoots Down Airplane 


HE large audience attending the review 
of the 212th Artillery, N.Y.N.G., Col. 


N. B. Burr, by Maj. Gen. Charles W. 
Berry. commanding the National Guard of 
New York, in the armory in New York 


city on Dec. 6, enjoyed an interesting mili- 
tary innovation. 

The lights were turned out in the drill 
hall and a powerful searchlight sending its 
beam skyward in search of enemy aircraft 
suddenly discovered a bombing plane 
sweeping over the city to drop powerful 
bombs. The anti-aircraft artillery of the 
212th instantly got busy against the enemy 
and the plane was destroyed in short 
order. 

The regiment was promptly formed for 
review by Adjutant Charles F. Jacobs, 
and no time was lost in proceeding with 
the ceremonies of the evening. In these 
the 212th made a fine showing, the men 
being remarkably steady while at atten- 
tion, and the various units swung by in 
the passage with excellent fronts.

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U.S.S. West Virginia 
Placed in Commission 


HE new 32,600-ton battleship West 

Virginia, under command of Capt. 
Thomas J. Senn, U.S.N., was placed in 
commission at Norfolk, Va., Dec. 1. She 
will have some changes made in her fire 
control at the navy yard, New York, and 
upon completion will start on a_ shake- 
down cruise, after which she will join the 
tattle Fleet in the Pacific. 

Present indications are that she will be 
at New York about four months. It is 
hoped that she can get in the fleet about 
the first of July for the gunnery year. 

The West Virginia went in commission 
with a little over 800 men. The comple- 
ment, of course, is 1,200. She is practi- 
cally full in all ratings except apprentice 
seamen and firemen, third class. This al- 
lows her to fill up with recruits, but it is 
not contemplated putting any on her until 
she is about ready to sail.

Mr. Raymond Kenny of Grafton, W. 
Va., was the personal representative of 
Governor Morgan at the commissioning of 
the West Virginia. On behalf of the peo- 
ple of West Virginia he presented a large 
silk American flag and a silk state of 
West Virginia flag. A silver service com- 
mittee, appointed by Governor Morgan, is 
now engaged in raising funds in order to 
obtain a silver service for the West Vir- 
ginia. 

The West Virginia is a sister ship of 
the 1.S.S. Maryland and U.S.S. Colorado, 
which are now in commission. All three 
ships were designed and have been built 
since the battle of Jutland. They embody 
all the latest knowledge of naval architec- 
ture and the water-tight divisions of their 
hulls and their armor protection mark a 
step in advance over the battleships built 
or designed before the battle of Jutland. 

The West Virginia is 624 feet long. 
Her breadth on the water line is 97 feet 
314 inches. Her full load draft is 31% 
feet. She has oil-burning boilers which 
furnish steam to General Electric turbine 
generators which supply power for the 
— motors which drive her four pro- 
pellers. 
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The West Virginia is the fifth pattle- 
ship to be commissioned with electric 
drive and, in addition to her main pro- 


pelling motors, practically all power ma- 
chinery of the ship is driven by electricity. 

The West Virginia, like the Maryland 
and the Colorado, carries eight 16-inch 45- 
caliber guns, mounted in four turrets. Her 
secondary battery for defense against de- 
stroyers, submarines and other light craft 
consists of twelve 5-inch 51-caliber guns. 
In addition she carries two 21-inch sub- 
merged torpedo tubes and eight 3-inch high 
angle guns for defense against aircraft. 
Her complement consists of 1,400 officers 
and men, 

Secretary Denby has written the fol- 
lowing letter to Capt. Senn, which was 
read to the crew: 


My dear Captain Senn:

ment That was the priceless sacrifice our 
country made in the hope of international 


Peace and in the interest of domestic economy. 
_The commissioning of the West Virginia 
will mark the end of an era. For years to 
fome there will be no more competition in 
gupital ships among the great naval powers. 
Some day, perhaps, the limitation may be ex- 


tended to vessels of less size and power, so 
that there may be a real racial equality in 
naval armaments in general, such as does not 
exist to-day. 

In assuming command of the West Virginia 
you are taking upon yourself the heaviest 
possible obligation. Hundreds of men, and a 
costly and powerful ship, upon which some 


day in very truth may rest the security of 
the republic, are in your keeping. You will 
command one of the eighteen battleships, 


which, with their auxiliaries above, upon and 
below the surface of the sea, constitute the 
sea defenses of our country. The whole course 
of human history has shown that maritime 
nations depend primarily upon sea-power for 
their defense. 

The American people are proud and jealous 
of their Navy, because they know it is neces- 
sary to their continued security. Their myriad 
eyes are upon us all who are connected with 
the Naval Establishment. They demand the 
utmost fidelity to our trust. They are slow to 
anger and quick to forgive—everything but 
negligent or deliberate betrayal of their con- 
fidence. I know that in your hands and in 
the hands of your officers and enlisted men 
this trust is safely reposed. 

I wish for you and for your officers 
men a happy ship, a successful cruise, 
all the joy that comes from honorable 
patriotic service to the republic.

West Point Honors Colonel 
Koehler, on Retirement 


HE retirement of Lt. Col. Herman J. 

Koehler, Master of the Sword at the 
U.S. Military Academy, and one of the 
most widely known officers of the Army, 
was announced by the authorities of the 
Academy, on Dec. 14, which was Col. 
Koehler’s sixty-fourth birthday anniver- 
sary. He will remain at West Point tem- 
porarily, however, as executive officer for 
the Army Athletic Association. 

In appreciation of his valuable services 
to the Military Academy and to the Army, 
during the past thirty-nine years, he was 
tendered a review of the Corps of Cadets 
in the afternoon, and in the evening, the 
officers on duty at West Point joined in 
celebrating the occasion by means of a 
smoker at the officers’ mess. 

Col. M. B. Stewart, Commandant of 
Cadets, was the master of ceremonies and 
also made the principal address. Other 
speakers during the evening were: Col.. 
Wirt Robison, professor of chemistry, who 
spoke on Col. Koehler’s early service at 
West Point; Col. Charles P. Echols, pro- 
fessor of mathematics, who spoke on his 
later service; Col. Cornélis DeW. Will- 
cox, professor of modern languages, who 
spoke on Col. Koehler’s connection with 
the Army Athletic Association; Mr. Tom 
Jenkins, wrestling instructor, who spoke 
of his years of service under Col. Koehler ; 
and Capt. John McEwan, who spoke of 
Col. Koehler’s connection with varsity ath- 
letics at West Point. 

Following the speeches, Gen. Sladen, 
Superintendent. acting for the officers on 
duty at West Point, presented Col. Koeh- 
ler with a silver cigar humidor, suitably 
inscribed to indicate their appreciation for 
his many years of distinguished services 
at West Point. Following the presentation, 
there was a very touching response from 
Col. Koehler, after which the entertain- 
ment was concluded by a “long corps yell” 
for the retiring Master of the Sword. 

Lt. Col. Koehler was born in Milwaukee, 
Wis., in 1859, and attended Milwaukee 
public schools, graduating from Milwau- 
kee Normal School of Physical Training 
in 1882. He was director of public and 
private school gymnastics at Oshkosh, 
Wis.. 1883-1885, and was appointed Mas- 
ter of the Sword and instructor of Military 
Gymnastics and Physical Culture at the 
U.S. Military Academy, in February, 1885. 

In recognition of valuable services ren- 
dered, Congress voted this officer the rela- 
tive rank, pay, allowances and emoluments 
of first lieutenant in March, 1901; in 
March, 1905, Congress raised this rank, 
pay, ete., to captaincy; in May, 1917, rank 
was increased to a majority, and in Sep- 
tember, 1918, he was appointed a lieuten- 
ant colonel, U.S. Army, for the emergency. 
This rank was made permanent in 1921. 

When Col. Koehler was first appointed 
Master of the Sword, the Academy had no 
well established methods of physical train- 
ing; he was therefore placed in charge of 
this training and of swimming: he alone 
evolved and developed the methods of 
physical training obtaining here. These 
methods have been recognized the world 
over for their thoroughness, sanity, sim- 
plicity, and for the fact that they consti- 
tute the very best means for the inculca- 
tion of that thorough discipline of the in- 
dividual and of the mass for which the 
Corps of Cadets and the Military Acad- 
emy stand unique among military estab- 
lishments. 

From 1885 until 
was given by Col. Koehler personally. 


1900, all instruction 
As 


the corps was increased and the instruc- 
tion extended to all classes, and boxing 
and wrestling«were included, it became 
necessary to increase gradually the num- 
ber of instructors. At present, two offi- 
cers, one warrant officér and four civ- 
a are employed as assistants in this 
work. 

Every effort has been made by Col. 
Koehler not to cenfine the course to the 
development of the physical side of the 
cadet only, but to include, as far as it was 
practical to do so, the essentials of mili- 
tary. ethics, moral rectitude, regard for 
constituted authority; in fact, to instil 
and imbue cadets with the greatest rever- 
ence for all the Academy stands for. 

Col. Koehler is now instructing his 
thirty-ninth class, and since his appoint- 
ment to the Academy he has handled more 
cadets and come into closer personal con- 
tact with them than any other person ever 
connected with the Academy. His en- 
thusiasm has grown with time, and for 
the past eight years he has spread broad- 
cast the methods of training there. 

He has instructed in the following or- 
ganizations without any remuneration: 

Officers and non-commissioned officers 
of the 8th Massachusetts National Guard, 
at West Point; Massachusetts Military 
Training School, at Boston; Ist Corps of 
Cadets, Boston; 7th Regiment, N.G.N.Y.; 
23d Regiment, N.G.N.Y.; 69th Regiment, 
N.G.N.Y.; Business Men’s Training Camp, 
Plattsburg, N.Y., 1915; Business Men’s 
Training Camp, Plattsburg, N.Y., 1916. 

In June, 1916, at the request of the 
commanding officer of the N.Y. National 
Guard, Col. Koehler was ordered to train 
the state’s quota for the border, some 
15,000 to 16,000 men. For this purpose 
about five weeks were spent in New York 
city and at Camp Whitman; he was re- 
lieved from this duty after the last unit 
left for the border. 

At the request of the Mayor of New 

York city Col. Koehler instructed 500 re- 
cruits for the New York Police Depart- 
ment in 1914. The scheme developed by 
him is now being followed in the force. 
. In May, 1917, he was detailed as in- 
structor at the Officers’ Training Camps 
throughout the country. During this year 
of detached service Col. Koehler instructed 
approximately 37,000 young men training 
for commissions; the officers and men of 
four divisions besides a number of Regular 
regiments. It is estimated that during 
this tour of duty this officer instructed per- 
sonally approximately 200,000 officers and 
men of the new Army. Through the grad- 
uates from the Officers’ Training Camps it 
has been learned that the influence of his 
work was apparent throughout the entire 
Army. 

There are to-day less than 200 officers, 
graduates of the Military Academy, on the 
active list who have not been instructed as 
plebes; those officers who graduated prior 
to Col. Koehler’s initial service at the 
Academy. 

It is, of course, with deep regret that 
graduates and cadets of the Military Acad- 
emy see Col. Koehler relinquish, by opera- 
tion of law, his active duties at West 
Point. The Military Academy will not 
immediately, however, lose the benefit of 
his valuable experience and guidance, as 
he has consented to remain, temporarily at 
least, with the Army Athletic Association.

Legal Department for 
Benefit of the Services 


TEST case was filed, through Ansell 
& Bailey, counsel for the Legal De- 
partment of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 


in the Court of Claims on Dec. 7 by Lt. 
Waldemar F. Breidster, U.S. Inf., presi- 
deat of the West Point class of 1923, in- 
volving the question of the right of West 
Point graduates to receive a rental allow- 
ance while on graduation leave. Lt. 
Breidster in his petition alleges that he 
was graduated from the U.S.M.A. and 
was appointed and commissioned on June 
12, 1925, and that he was on graduation 
leave from graduation to Aug. 23, 1923, 
and that public quarters were not occu- 
a0 by him nor assigned nor available to 

im. 

The petition, after citing section 6 of 
the act of June 10, 1922, wherein it is 
provided that each commissioned officer on 
the active list or on active duty below the 
grade of brigadier general, “if public quar- 
ters are.not available, shall be entitled at 
all times, in addition to his pay, to a 
money allowance for rental of quarters,” 
the amount of which ig to be determined 
as prescribed in said section, depending 
upon the pay period, alleges that during 
graduation leave this officer received the 
base pay of the first period, but did not 
receive the rental allowance or any part 
thereof to which he was entitled under 
the provisions of said act, and claims ren- 
tal allowance for quarters at the rate of 
$40 per month for the period of said grad- 
uation leave. 

This suit will test the validity of the 
Comptroller General’s rulings in which it 
is believed he has assumed to read into the 
act what does not appear there, in viola- 
tion of its plain letter. The decision which 
will be made in this case will govern the 
claims of all members of the West Point 
classes of 1922, 1923, and subsequent 
classes, and the principle of the decision 
will have a far wider and more general 
effect upon all claims in which rental al- 
lowance has been denied during leave 
status. 

The test case has been brought after a 
conference between a committee from the 
class of 1922 and a committee from the 
class of 1923. Lt. Breidster was author- 
ized by the joint committee to bring a suit 
through the Legal Department of the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL. Notice will be sent 
to members of both classes of this action 
in due time. 


SPLIT DRILLS. 


HE Comptroller General’s recent deci- 

sion against the legality of split drills 
for National Guard organizations is not 
to be construed as affecting the armory 
drill pay of divided units officially recog- 
nized at their respective stations. Thus 
platoons of divided companies and sections 
of divided Medical detachments may qual- 
ify for armory drill pay as heretofore pro- 
vided for in the National Guard Regula- 
tions. 


THE COMPTROLLER GENERAL DECIDED 


That the proposed change submitted by the 
Secretary of the Navy in Sec. B of Instructions 
for carrying into effect the Joint Service Pay 
bill, act of June 10, 1922, by the addition of a 
sub-par. 5 (b) as follows: “The grade held at 
the time of discharge and not the grade 
which re-enlisted determines whether the enlist- 
ment allowance will be a multiple of $50 or of 
$25,” approved. (Letter to the Secretary of 
Navy, Nov. 27, 1923.) 

That no pay accrues after expiration of en- 
listment, and discharge on that account, while 
in prison under sentence of court-martial. 
Travel pay is allowed an enlisted man who was 
not discharged by way of punishment for an 
offense. (Gerwig’s case, Nov. 27, 1923.) 

That the act of June 15, 1917, authorizing 
pay at $100 per month for enlisted men in 
training, is applicable to candidates attending 
training camps for the line of the Army, and 
does not authorize pay at $100 per month to 
an enlisted man of the Quartermaster Corps 
who attended a Quartermaster training camp. 
(Wilcox’s case, Nov. 26, 1923.) 

That a disbursing officer is not authorized to 
pay the expenses incurred by an enlisted man 
for medical treatment in a private hospital 
when there is no evidence to show that official 
authority was given for such treatment in ae 
cordance with regulations. (Niver’s case, Nov. 
24. 1923.) 

That an officer’s mother, who had no income 
from other sources during the period when her 
husband was in poor health unable to work and 
part of the time in a sanitarium, and compelled 
to mortgage the only property possessed, the 
house in which his family lived, valued at 
$2,590, and a life insuranco policy for $1,000, 
to meet the exnenses of his illness, there being 
no other children able to contribute to her 
support, was dependent upon said officer within 
contemplation of the act of April 16, 1918, au- 
thorizing commutation of quarters, heat and 
light on account of dependent parent. (Haunt 
ingten’s case, Nov. 24, 1923.) 

That a long-established practice of transport- 
ing baggage of retired officers from their homes 
to their duty stations on detail to active duty 
will not be disturbed for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1924. (O’Shaughnessy’s case, Nov. 
23, 1923.) 
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THE NAVY LEAGUE 


HE Navy is our first line of defense. 

With it all powerful the shore lines of 
our possible enemies becomes our front 
line. With it too weak to carry out this 
mission our coast becomes our first line. 
The personnel of the Regular Navy be- 
cause of the restrictions to which it must 
necessarily submit cannot reiterate and 
explain this to the American people until 
they thoroughly understand it. 

The Navy League, made up primarily 
of patriotic civilians free to speak or 
write when and where they please, can do 


so. The American people are always open 
to conviction. The tremendous number of 
newspapers and magazines published 


throughout the country is the best proof 
of how avid the people are for informa- 
tion. However, they must be presented 
with the facts if they are to be convinced, 
particularly when being convinced means 
the assumption of additional responsibility. 
In no queston is this of more importance 
than that of National Defense. Easy 
going, plentifully supplied by their own 
country with everything they need, inclined 
to the doctrine of live and let live, the 
American people believe that because they 
wish to attack no one, no one will care to 
attack them. Along with this is a belief 
that there is a broad gulf between offensive 
and defensive warfare, one being the hand- 
maiden of the devil and the other of the 
Almighty. 


Preparedness Not Necessarily Aggression 


HAT only offense can bring defense has 
not even begun to sink into the con- 
sciousness of our people. That being pre- 
pared to follow such a policy in case of 
aggression directed against this country is 
not an aggressive act on our part towards 
others is also generally misunderstood. 
In the years of the Navy League of the 
Nnited States prior to the war, splendid 


work was done by it to inform our people 
of the vital need of a first class Navy to 
our country. The Navy League grew, the 
Navy made splendid advances, and the ig- 
norance of the public with respect to Navy 
affairs steadily diminished. 

However, following the war, and above 
all during the Washington Arms Confer- 
ence, the Navy League’s activities were 
considerably curtailed. Something over a 
year ago, a revival of interest was mani- 
fest. 


Navy League a National Asset 


HE value of such a league was well 

exemplified by the work done by the 
British Navy League in the decade prior 
to the World War. The concentration of 
the British fleet in home waters, the 
scrapping of the ships of all classes not 
fit to enter battle, the placing of the 
Grand Fleet on an efficient war basis 
such that the day war came it was as ready 
as the German army—all can be largely 
attributed to the splendid work done by 
the Britsh Navy League to make the Brit- 
ish public thoroughly familiar with Navy 
matters, and thus willing to lend that real 
support to the men who wanted to make 
the Navy efficient and protect them from 
that political interference in military af- 
fairs which is the curse of popular gov- 
ernment. 


Our Navy Needs Its Friends 


UR Navy never needed the vigorous 

support of the Navy League more 
than it does to-day. In spite of our sacri- 
fice of the position of first naval power, 
brought about by the Washington Arms 
Conference we have allowed our Navy, in 
every respect, to fall considerably below 
the 5-5-3 standing allowed by the treaties 
emanating from that conference. 

In the midst of a period of world-wide 
disturbances, which show little evidence of 
subsiding for some time to come, and at a 
time when world commerce, which means 
sea borne commerce, is assuming more and 
more importance, the United States is 
steadily approaching the period when 
overseas markets will become a necessity. 
The history of overseas commerce is the 
history of navies. 

That the present Congress will be the 
scene of an effort to stil further cripple 
our Navy is a foregone conclusion. The 
opportunity for a great public service lies 
immediately ahead of the Navy League. 
It is to be hoped that it will courageously 
and vigorously accept it. 








KEEP HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICE IN 
THE NAVY 


HE proposal to transfer the Hydro- 

graphic Office from the Navy Depart- 
ment to the Department of Commerce 
seems to have been made with a lack of 
understanding of the broader functions 
performed by this office. Moreover, the 
theoretical object, to effect economy, is 
not likely to be accomplished. 

The Hydrographic Office and the Coast 
Survey organization each supervises sur- 
vey work and issues charts. This much of 
the two offices should properly be com- 
bined, in the interest of economy. But 
since the charts and other navigational 
literature issued by the Navy Department 
are on a considerably greater scale than 
is similar work of the Coast Survey, it 
would be more logical to transfer the Coast 
Survey from the Department of Commerce 
to the Navy Department, than the reverse. 

Furthermore, the surveys of the Coast 
Survey are limited to the coasts of United 
States territory, whereas naval survey 
work is performed in many waters of the 
world, under circumstances which would 
forbid any other than a man-of-war to 
operate. Since these functions cannot be 
transferred to the Coast Survey, it follows 
that the consolidation should come under 
the cognizance of the Navy Department 


rather than of the Department of Com- 

merce. 

Important Work of Hydrographic Office 
HE work of making original surveys 
and of issuing charts, however, is the 

least important of the functions performed 
by the Hydrographic Office of the Navy. 
A much more important function is that 
pertaining to the actual navigation of 
ships. This cannot be placed under the 
control of a non-seagoing personnel with- 
out seriously endangering all the mari- 
time interests of the United States. 

The charts which are issued to vessels 
will often serve as dangers rather than as 
helps unless they are kept corrected up 
to date. 

The discovery of unknown rocks and 
shoals, the temporary failure of light- 
house operations, the accidental displace- 
ment or removal of buoys and light ves- 
sels, the temporary menace of icebergs, 
mines, derelicts, and other dangerous ob- 
structions are matters of frequent occur- 
rence the world over. 

It is necessary that ships be kept con- 
stantly informed of actual conditions and 
that their charts give them up-to-date in- 
formation rather than misleading informa- 
tion, if the loss of valuable property and 
lives is to be avoided. 

It was to meet this navigational need 
rather than the smaller need of making 
original surveys and issuing charts, that 
the Hydrographic Office of the Navy De- 
partment was established as long ago as 
1830—94 years ago; and since then that 
office has. been exceedingly diligent in 
building up a great system not only for 
obtaining essential navigational informa- 
tion promptly, but also of disseminating it 
quickly to save vessels at sea from peril. 

The Navy has built up an unexcelled 
system of obtaining navigational informa- 
tion through its own ships scattered over 
the waters of the world, and through con- 
tact with merchant vessels of all nations 
and officials of foreign governments. This 
world-wide system, together with an ex- 
tensive radio system, enables the Navy to 
obtain and disseminate that information 
promptly not only to ships in ports but 
to those at sea. 

In addition to this kind of information, 
the Hydrographic Office prepares and is- 
sues such aids’to navigation as sailing di- 
rections, pilot charts, steamer lanes, ocean 
currents, ocean routes, mathematical tables 
for use in solving problems of nautical 
astronomy, manuals of instruction in navi- 
gation, radio time signals, ete. 


Transfer Would Be Most Unwise 


T would be impossible for the Coast 

Survey, comprising primarily surveyors, 
and secondarily mariners, many of whom 
no longer go to sea, to handle this great 
system as efficiently as the Navy can do, 
and as efficiently as the Navy has done 
for nearly a ceutury. 

Even if mest of these functions were 
turned over to the Coast Survey, there 
would necessarily remain many which the 
Navy would have to perform. Certain 
secret charts could not be allowed to be 
produced outside of naval control without 
endangering the efficiency of the Navy in 
war. Therefore, under the proposal to 
transfer to the Department of Commerce 
the Hydrographic Office, there could never 
be egected a real consolidation. Some 
functions would have to remain under the 
Navy Department, and the theory of econ- 
omy due to consolidation would not be a 
fact. ' 

The only solution compatible with econ- 
omy is to transfer the Coast Survey to the 
Navy Department. This is all the more 
desirable since under the law in time of 
war the Coast Survey is automatically 
transferred to the Navy Department. 

Transferring certain of the MHydro- 
graphic Office functions to the Department 
of Commerce is clearly putting the cart 
before the horse. 


Voice of the Service 


RESERVE OFFICER PRAISES PERSONNEL 
OF CO. F, 3D INFANTRY, U.S.A. 


APT. LOWELL L. FORBES, O.R.C,, 

349th Infantry, O.R., of Mason City, 
Iowa, in a letter to the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, praises Co. F, 3d Infantry, U.S, 
A., as follows: 

Although my military experience has been 
brief, nevertheless I have had the opportunity 
of seeing many different units and branches 
of the Service of the Army of the United States 
and some of the crack units of some of the 
European armies. 

However, I am frank to say that I hav 
yet to see a better unit of any military organi. 


zation than the one of which I am about to 
speak. 
On Oct. 19, .1923, Capt. G. S. McCullough, 


commanding Company F, 3d U.S. Inf., arrived 
from his station at Fort Snelling, Minn., in 
Mason City, Iowa, in advance of his command, 
He was followed on Oct. 20, 1923, by 2d Lt, 
N. A. Watson and 2d Lt. J. M. Pesek, and the 
enlisted personnel of his company, consisting 
of forty-odd men. 

Never in my life have I seen any military 
unit with*such a splendid enlisted personnel 
as has this company. They are all good look- 
ing, clean cut, manly young men, who seem 
to appreciate to the fullest extent the reason 
why the United States maintains a Regular 
Army. Their bearing on the streets of Mason 
City, and at social functions, at which I have 
observed them attending, has been beyond re- 
proach and criticism. In my judgment their 
demearor sets an example which a good many 
of the young men of the city could well fol- 
low. Their personal appearance is as if they 
had just stepped out of a uniform establishment 
fashion plate. 

I have yet to hear a single word of criticism 
on the part of any of the citizens of Mason 
City with reference to the officers and men 
of this company. The way the people feel 
toward them is best demonstrated by the enter- 
tainment facilities and accommodations which 
have been offered them.

FORT RENO.—The regulations for retire- 
ment of enlisted men of the Army (A.R. 134) 
specifically prescribe that double time starts 
at the first port of call and terminates at the 
last port of call. In other words, this means 
that double time starts from the date of the 


first official stop, or when the troops disem- 
bark for their station, and terminates when 
the troops board their transport for home. 


The time going to and from on the water does 
not count as double time. 

R. R.—George S. Anderson died at New 
York city March 7, 1915; while Barrington 
K. West died at Denver, Colo., April 24, 1906. 
The address of Brig. Gen. Henry C. Hodges, 
jr., retired, is Noroton, Conn. 

J. H. S.—All vacancies in the three higher 
grades, Q.M.C., caused by discharge or retire 
ment are filled immediately by promotion. 
There are no vacancies now, as all vacancies 
are filled immediately. Regulations covering 
examinations for promotion of those who were 
demoted have not been prepared as yet. How 
ever, it will probably be necessary to submit 
application. You are No, 3 on the list of staf 
sergeants for promotion. 

STAFF SERGT. A. E. 8.—You are No. 4 
on the list of staff sergeants eligible for pre 
motion to next higher grade. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: I returned from France 
in 1919 with several months’ pay checks. 02 
cashing them at the Trust Company in New 
York I was paid at the rate of 6.50 francs ‘0 
the dollar, while the checks called for 5.%, 
making a loss to me of about $65. Either the 
Trust Company or the Government gained the 
difference paid me and if there is any metho 
of being reimbursed for this loss would like 
to know it. 

Answer: The Army and Navy Journal re 
grets that at this time there is no remedy 
which will reimburse you for this loss, which 
is nothing more than in the decreased value 
of the French franc at that time. No par 
ticular gain accrued to anyone, as when these 
checks were issued the Government had a cer 
tain amount of money on deposit in the Trust 
Company which covered all drafts which wer 
issued. 

G. C.—The pay of a first sergeant, 6th em 
listment period, in 1918 was $65. 

E. W. F.—The position of Army field clerks 
on the promotion list is not given out by the 
War Department. As to the foreign service 
roster. you are one of about fifty field clerks 
who have had no foreign service. As the War 
Department is sending very few overseas, Your 
chances for foreign service at the present are 
not very bright. 

C. B. L.—Upon investigation at the office 
of the Surgeon General, it was stated that 4 
list of the master and technical sergeants 
will not be given out for publication. How 
ever, a list of staff sergeants will be published 
soon. 

D. B. D. asks: I am due to be discharged 
soon and intend to take a furlough to Europe 
(about May, 1924). Will the Government fur 
nish transportation on the water? If so, what 
class? Was accepted for enlistment at Coblent. 

Answer: You can claim transportation ™ 
kind on discharge. Application for transporta- 
tion should be made at the time of or prior 1 
discharge through commanding officer to the 
local quartermastér. Qlass of water transpo? 
tation unknown; probably second or third.

S someone, sometime, so aptly remarked, 
“Everything eomes to him who waits.” 
For years— years that date back far 
beyond where our feeble memory began to 
function—the United States Army has 
been striving to develop a world’s cham- 
pion boxer. Hundreds—no, thousands— 
of ambitious youths have been experiment- 
ed with, but none of them ever made good. 
A few, indeed, traveled quite a stretch 
along the road that leads to pugilistic 
greatness, but none ever reached the end 
of the road, the goal toward which all box- 
ers bend their mightiest efforts—the world’s 
championship. 

But never have the many disappoint- 
ments, the many discouragements, the 
years of futile endeavor, checked the am- 
bition of the Army to develop a king 
among the world’s glove manipulators. 
Success is best appreciated when it is pre- 
ceded by disappointment. The more bit- 
ter the disappointment the sweeter are the 
fruits of success when finally it is achieved. 

And now, after years of earnest, consci- 
entious effort, never daunted by repeated 
failures, always hopeful and optimistic of 
the future, the Army finally is in an ex- 
cellent position to realize its ambition. 


Burnbrook a Real Champion 


In Pvt. 1st Class Eddie Burnbrook, M. 
T.C., of Camp Holabird, Md., the mighty 
forees of your Uncle Samuel’s minions of 
war have a great welterweight, one of the 
best in the world—a young, strong, rugged 
lad with every requisite of a champion of 
the pugilistic realm. 

Burnbrook combines speed, skill, aggres- 
siveness, hitting ability and gameness— 
everything a real champion needs, and 
more things than most champions have. 

Burabrook is the welterweight cham- 
pion of the Army. He won his title in 
open competition against the best 147- 
pounders in the land service. He also 
has beaten many of the best welterweights 
in the Navy. 

But Eddie’s success in the ring has not 
been confined exclusively to Servfce bouts. 
Many of his most impressive victories 
have been registered over the best welter- 
weights in the professional ranks. Chief 
among these latter triumphs were knock- 
outs over such tough, experienced ringmen 
as Johnny Wolgast, Phil Bloom, Al Nor- 
ton, K. O. Loughlin and Jimmy Kelly. 

3urnbrook also has decisively defeated 
Paul Doyle, Harry Galfund and Barney 
Adair. 

To date, Burnbrook’s record shows forty- 
five knockouts in fifty-six bouts—one of 
the greatest punching records ever com- 
piled in Fistinia. Considering that Burn- 
brook has been fighting only two years, 
his record is indeed a remarkable propo- 
sition. ' 

Eddie seems to be headed straight for 
the world’s crown, which, at this writing, 
is reposing majestically upon the noble 
eranium of Mickey Walker. Burnbrook 
is not quite ready as yet for Walker, but 
if he continues to improve at his present 
pace it will be only a few months more 
before he will be prepared to launch his 
offensive against the world’s welterweight 
champion. 


And There Is Garcia, Too 


The Army also is sponsoring another 
serapper who ranks far above the’ average 
run of ringmen. Bobby Garcia, a Mexi- 
can Indian, born just over the Rio Grande, 
but now an American citizen, is the lad. 


Garcia, who also is stationed at Camp 
Holabird, holds the Army featherweight 
title. 


Like Burnbrook, Bobby also has beaten 
quite a few topline professionals. Chief 
among his victories were his knockouts 
of Chick Kansas, Joe Leonard, Louisiana, 
Lew Haywood and Frankie Rice. Other 
professional headliners that Garcia_ has 
battled were Earl Baird, Tommy Noble. 
Jack Hausner, Frankie Edwards, Cuddy 
De Marco, Chick Ward and Curley Wil- 
shur. 

Garcia is a strong, rugged little fellow 
and a viciously aggressive two-handed bat- 
tler, with a hefty sock in either fist. He 
is considered one of the leading contend- 
ers for the world’s featherweight title, now 
held by Johnny Dundee. 

Burnbrook and Garcia both are being 
handled by dapper Jimmy Bronson, one 
of the keenest, shrewdest managers in the 
fistic profession, and Jimmy waxes mighty 
enthusiastic and eloqueat over both his 


charges. It isn’t often that Bronson be- 
comes excited over any fighter, and the 
fact that he is so “het” up over Eddie and 
Bobby speaks volumes for the two Army 
champions. 


Cage Teams of Service 
Academies Handicapped 


PROSPECTS for a successful basketball 

season at both the Military and Naval 
Academies are not as bright as they were 
last year. The Navy’s veterans are still 
in football togs, preparing for their New 
Year game with Washington at Pasadena, 
Calif., while only one Army regular is in 
the line-up to-day. 

The great West Point five, which has 
gone unbeaten through two successive 


years, finds itself without the services of 
Roosma, star forward, and Wood, its most 
reliable guard. Both were on the football 
squad and, under the Academy rules, can- 
not play until after the first of the year. 
With Dabizes, the center, out, and Forbes, 
the other guard, in the hospital, the team 
is greatly handicapped.

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Reserve Aviators Are to 
Be Trained by the Navy 


NAVAL Reserve aviation unit, capable 

of turning out at least ten newly 
trained pilots each year, is to be established 
in each naval district, “where the public is 
sufficiently interested in the project and 
where conditions warrant it,” according 
to the newly outlined Naval Reserve avia- 
tion policy, made public by the Chief of 
Naval Operations in Washington on 
Nov. 22. : 
The mission of such units, according to 
the letter signed by Adm. Edward W. 
Eberle and addressed to all officers affected 
is the acquirement and training of new 
members sufticiently young and who are 
suitable officer material, thus insuring a 
supply of new blood and the maintenance 
of the efficiency of members already qual- 
ified. 
The training is to be conducted along 
lines that will: 

“1, Enable the qualified pilots to main- 
tain proficiency in flying, and to be kept 
conversant with the developments and 
policies of naval aviation. : : 

“9 Give the personnel experience in 
the upkeep of material. = 

“2 Give elementary flight training to 
newly enrolled Reservists. 

“4 Outline and carry out work and 
study to be effected in the form of weekly 
drills between periods of active duty 
training.” 

District Commandant Responsible 


The organization, administration, disci- 
pline and training of each unit is to be 
under the supervsion of the commandant 
of the district in which it is located. 

The letter provides that “a standard 
naval aviation Reserve unit shall consist 
of two training planes, with 50 per cent. 
spares, and aviation material. Aircraft 
and aviation material to the extent that 
it can afford will be supplied by the De- 
partment; but in view of the shortage of 
funds the Navy Department must look to 
the civil authorities of the community in 
which the unit is to be established for co- 
operation and material assistance in ob- 
taining those items which the current ap- 
propriations cannot undertake.” 

It further states that “on account of 
the existing shortage of personnel in the 
aeronautic organization of the Navy, the 
Department will not be able to detail offi- 


cers and men of the Regular Establish- 
ment to these units for duty. The com- 
mandant will, however, upon authoriza- 


tion to form a Naval Reserve aviation 
unit in his district be further authorized 
to call to active duty one lieutenant (naval 
aviator), U.S.N.R.F., Class 5, as C.O. of 
the unit. ; 

“This officer should be qualified for ad- 
ministrative duty, and in addition should 
be a competent flight instructor, opera- 
tions officer and assembly and repair offi- 
cer. The commandant will also be author- 
ized to call to active duty four aviation 
mechanics of the Reserve Force to act as 
the maintenance and operating crew of 
the unit. 


Material Restricted 


“Aircraft and aviation material shall 
be supplied only to units with sufficient 
properly trained personnel and adequate 
facilities for the housing, upkeep and op- 
eration of such aircraft and an effective 
organization with a responsible head.’ 

Each of the units is to undertake the 
training of ten new aviation Reserve pi- 
lots each year in accordance with the ele- 
mentary training syllabus prescribed _by 
the Department. The training of aviation 
observers shall not be included in the mis- 
sion of the unit. 

Where conditions are such as to warrant 
larger units than the standard unit, a 
double unit may be authorized upon rec- 
ommendation of the commandant and the 
approval of the Department. 

The enrollment of new members for 
flight training, it is specified, will be in 
the rating of seamen, second class. 

After the physical examination and the 
details of their enrollment the seamen, 
second class (for training) will take up 
a ground school course. 


Failures to be Dropped 


Those who do not successfully complete 
the ground school course and the elemen- 
tary flight training will be dropped. Those 
who do complete with success the ground 
school course and elementary flight train- 
ing, and who are so recommended by the 
commandant, will be ordered to a service 
unit of the aeronautic organization of the 
Navy for a period of at least forty-five 
days for observation and further training 
in service type planes, under actual ser- 
vice conditions. , 

“Upon the completion of the period of 
training,” the letter states, “in a Regular 
Service unit, if recommended by the C.O. 


of that unit and the commandant of his 
district, the student will be commissioned 
as ensign, U.S.N.R.F., Class 5, and will 
be given an aviation designation as naval 
aviator (Reserve Force) .” 

The age limit on enrollments as seamen, 
second class, is 18 to 28 years. In cases 
of men who enroll and qualify before the 
student has reached the age of 21 the com- 
missioning of that man as ensign is au- 
thorized. The upper age limit of naval 
aviators (Reserve Force) who may be re- 
tained in Class 5 shall be 35 years of age. 

Civil pilots who are engaged in flying 
for civil firms and who are suitable offi- 
cer material may be enrolled in the Naval 
Aviation Reserve Force. Such aviators 
shall be given credit for their flying time 
with civil firms, and immediately upon 
their enrollment shall be qualified for the 
forty-five days’ advanced training and ob- 
servation with a service unit, after which, 
if recommended by the commanding offi- 
cer of the Regular Service unit they may 
be commissioned as ensigns, Naval Re- 
serve Force, Class 5, and designated naval 
aviators (Reserve Force).

Adjutant General, N. Y. N. G.. an- 
nounces a new activity for troops known 
as the “New York State Membership 
League.” ‘This is a campaign designed by 
Maj. Gen. Charles W. Berry in an en- 
deavor to systematize recruiting on a 
state-wide monthly per capita basis, in 
order that the present high standard of 
efficiency of the New York National Guard 
will not be impaired in the future due to 
lack of enlisted and commissioaed per- 
sonnel. 

If the “league” proves to be a success 
and is adopted for all time by all organi- 
zations and religiously followed the “bete- 
noir” of the ever-constant with-us-at-all- 
times problem of securing desirable young 
mea to become affiliated with the Guard 
will, it is believed, be a thing of the past. 

The initial data relating to the new 
movement says in part: 

“This innovation of producing new 
members for all branches of the Service, 
regardless of past ,or present conditions, 
has the hearty approval and physical sup- 
port of the division, brigade, regimental 
and battalion commanders, and also the U. 

Army instructors on duty with National 
Guard organizations. It is the result of 
a diligent country-wide analysis, taking 
in all the phases on this particular sub- 
ject and which extended for a period of 
several years.

‘membership league’ and possibly create 
keener interest and friendly rivalry amoag 
its active members the Recruiting Bureau, 
A.G.O., has offered fonr prizes as addi 
tional incentives to recruiting, which will 
be awarded as outlined elsewhere herein, 
at the conclusion of the league, as follows: 


Reward No. 1—Sixty-five tailor made serge 
uniforms, one uniform for each enlisted man 
of a company, troop or battery at maintenance 
strength. 

Reward No. 2—A brand new Chevrolet sub 
urban automobile, model 1924. 

Reward No. 3—Twenty tailor made 
uniforms to be added to the personal 
ment of the most deserving “hustlers” 
end of the league. 

Reward No. 4—Fifteen tailor made serge 
uniforms to be added to the personal equipment 
of the most deserving ‘hustlers’ at the end of 
the league. 


“The single requirement of organizations 
enrolling into the league will be a pledge 
to procure two new members each month 
for the following months: Jaauary, Feb- 
ruary, March, April and May, inclusive.

Retired Pay for Enlisted 
Men of Philippine Scouts 


HE Secretary of War, in a letter to the 

Military committees, has recommended 
legislation which would place enlisted men 
of the Pi@lippine Scouts on the retired 
list after thirty years’ service, practically 
on the basis of the Regular Army. It is 
stated, in a report by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, that there are now about 300 enlisted 
men of the Philippine Scouts who will be- 
come eligible for retirement in 1932. In 
the course if his letter to the Military 
committees Secretary Weeks says: 

“As the status of enlisted men of the 
Philippine Scouts is analogous to that of 
enlisted mea of the Regular Army, it seems 
equitable that they should have similar 
retirement privilege; that is, retirement 
upon completion of thirty years’ service, 
with 75 per cent of active pay and an al- 
lowance in lieu of rations, clothiag, quar- 
ters, fuel and light. The value of the Fili- 
pino ration is approximately two-thirds of 
the American ration; the Filipino cloth- 
ing allowance is approximately two-thirds 
of the American clothing allowance, and 
the Filipino allowance in lieu of quarters 
is two-thirds of the American allowance. 
Therefore, it seems equitable to allow the 
retired enlisted men of the Philippine 


Scouts two-thirds of what the retired 
American enlisted man is allowed in lieu 
of rations and clothing ($6.35 instead of 
$9.50), and two-thirds of what the retired 
American enlisted man is allowed in Tleu 


of quarters, fuel and light ($4.15 instead 
of $6.25). 

“If the proposed legislation is enacted, 
the first Philipine Scouts. to complete 
thirty years’ service will become eligible 
for retirement on or about Oct. 1, 1931. 
The Adjutant General’s Office estimates 
about 300 enlisted men of the Philippine 
Scouts will become eligible for retirement 
in the fiscal year 1932, and the maxmum 
number on the retired list at any time will 
be about 600.” 


Coat of Arms Is Adopted 
for the 16th Infantry, U.S.A. 


OL. CHARLES GERHARDT, 16th 

Inf., U.S.A., on duty at Fort Jay, 
Governors Island, N.Y., in General Orders 
11%, announces that the Secretary of 
War approved the coat of arms of the 16th 
Infantry on June 6, 1923. Col. Gerhardt 
gives the following blazonry and descrip- 
tion of the coat of arms: 


Blazonry. 

Shield—Vair argent and azure, in chief an 
Indian arrow and a Philippine bolo in saltire 
or and in base a five-bastioned fort gules fimbri- 
ated of the last. 

Crest—On a wreath of the colors on a cross 
patee argent a garb proper pierced by a devil's 
trident in pale sable armed gules. 

Motto—Semper paratus. 


Description. 

The shield is the fur vair, white and blue, 
from the arms of Fleville, France. The 16th 
in the Argonne operation, after very heavy 
fighting, took their final objective on the first 
day (Oct. 4, 1918), which was the town of 
Fleville, France. 

The crossed arrow and bolo reeall the Indian 
and Philippine fighting, and the five-bastioned 
fort was the badge of the 5th Corps in Cuba. 

The crest is the white Maltese eross of the 
5th Corps in the Civil War and represents the 
desperate fighting in the Wheat Field and Devil's 
Den at Gettysburg, where the regiment lost 
approximately fifty per cent. of its effective 
strength. 

The motto ‘‘Always Prepared” has been in 


use by the regiment since 1907.

Army Wins Drill from the 
Navy and Marine Corps 


HE climax of the Army-Navy ball, at 

the Copley-Plaza Hotel, . Boston, Dec. 
7. was the tri-cornered competitive drill 
between drill teams of the Regular Army 
(3d Battalion, 13th Inf.), Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, stationed in and about Bos- 
ton. Each team was allotted ten min- 
utes for its drill and fancy evolutions, and 


the results showed careful preparation on - 


the part of all. 

The Marines, in their blues, appeared 
to have the “edge on” the Army when it 
came to appearance; but the Army sprang 
a surprise when its team took the floor. 
From visors, chinstraps to soles and heels 
every piece of leather radiated unequaled 
brilliance. New regulation gilt buttons 
and insignia also added to the luster. Best 
of all was the rythm, clock-like precision 
of each movement. There were no “bob- 
bles” to spoil the effect. 

Briefly, the Marines took the floor first 
and went through I.D.R. movements in fine 
shape, supplemented by Butts Manual and 
a hort bayonet exercise, winning plenty 
of applause. 

The Army was next. Wheeled into line 
before the judges. four flourishéS were 
given by the buglers. The French flour- 
ish, or waving of the bugles, and tabards 


on the bugles gave an added effect to the 
colorful scene. From there on the team 
worked out its motif, which was briefly, 
“The Call to Arms,” “Intensive Training” 
and “Mortal Combat.” Finished off by an 
escort to the color and a present to the 
judges, the Army team marched off amidst 
thunderous applause. 

The Navy gave a demonstration of sem. 
aphore signaling, combined with a num. 
ber of faney groupings, which was wel] 
rendered and liberally applauded. 

A cup to be competed for annually by 
teams representing the Army, Navy ‘and 
the Marine Corps was presented to the 
Army team (Capt. W. R. McReynolds, 
13th Inf.), by Maj. Gen. Clarence R. Ei. 
wards, U.S.A., retired, who in part said: 

“What I liked best about your drill was 
the way you kept your chins up and your 
eyes off the ground. Being only a citizen 
of ‘Massachusetts, I don’t know what you 
are, whether a squad, platoon or company, 
but I certainly congratulate you upon win- 
ning this cup, and don’t you dare to lose 
it next year.” 


Marine Aviators Complete 
Second Longest Flight 


HE four Marine aviators who have 

been making the world’s second longest 
flight, the longest American flight, have 
completed their flight successfully. The avi- 
ators, Lts. 9. Rogers and H. D. Pal- 
mer, with Sergts. B. F. Belcher and P. P. 
Tolusciak as mechanics, all U.S.M.C., 
reached Port au Prince, Haiti, Dee. 8. 
They had been absent from the Marine fly- 
ing field at that city for nearly three 
months, during which time they flew 10,953 
miles and twice crossed the American con- 
tinent. 

The flight was made in a very success- 
ful manner, no forced landings being made 
during the entire trip, and the first 8,600 
miles being flown with the same Liberty 
engines in their two DH-4B planes. An- 
other feature of the flight was that twice 
the two landplanes crossed the Caribbean 
Sea, where a landing would have been a 
serious matter, as the planes are not 
equipped to land on the water.

It is an undeniable fact that America is 
spending more than ever before on luxuries, on 
amusements, on recreations, on vacations, and 
on many other similar items. On first thought, 
this might appear to be an alarming tendency, 
and in fact, not infrequently, it is spoken of 
in this connection. The purchase of motor 
cars, for example, has been of unprecedented 
volume this year, and there are many who be- 
lieve that too much money is being expended 
in this direction. The great sale of bonds and 
stocks during the last two or three years is also 
pointed out as representing too great a demand 
upon capital. 


America Not a Spendthrift. 


The answer to criticism of this sort is simple, 
and it is: America is growing. A_ glance 
through the Statistical Abstract of the United 
States, prepared by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, will reveal an astonishing 
growth during the last twenty years, and, more- 
over, this growth has been healthy. The war, 
of course, was a great stimulus, but even with- 
out this there has been expansion year by year 
with very few relapses. 

A good many people are inclined to measure 
business by the yardstick of ten years or so 
ago, but this instrument will not do. The only 
test of value is a comparison of consumption 
and production. While we consume more, we 
are also producing more. By improved methods 
the margin between production and consump- 
tion is increasing, and the growth in wealth, 
represented by the surplus, has been just as 
astounding as the great increase in expenditures 
for necessities and luxuries referred to above. 


Keeping Step with National Growth. 

B. C. Forbes, writing in the New York Amer- 
ican, presented recently some very interesting 
comparisons, showing the growth of this coun- 
try since 1900. Just what has taken place 
in business is so generally unrealized that a 
few of the more striking statements are repro- 
duced here: Four times as much money was 
paid out in wages last year as was paid in 
1900. Persons gainfully occupied have in- 
creased more than 12,000,000 since 1900, and 
total population has grown nearly 35,000,000. 

Bank deposits have multiplied from $7,000,- 
000,000 to $37,000,000,000. Savings bank de- 
posits have increased 200 per cent. to fully 
$7,000.000,000. Bank clearings have gone, 
since 1900, from under $85,000,000,000 to fully 
$377,000,000,000. Money in circulation has 
jumped up almost 200 per cent. 

Increased Iron and Coal Output. 

Pig iron output has doubled. Petroleum out- 
put has more than doubled since 1914, and 
is nearly ten times what it was in 1900. Coal 
production has doubled in the last twenty years. 
Our beet sugar production in the same period 
has multiplied thirteen times. 

Exports of manufactured goods are fourfold 
what they were in 1900, and total exports three- 
fold. Imports of manufactured material last 
year were five times the value of the 1900 im- 
ports, and total imports have jumped from be- 
low $1,000,000,000 to not far from $4,000,- 
000,000. Our national wealth is now estimated 
at $300,000,000.,000. when in 1900 it was less 
than $90,000,000,000. 


Agriculture and Automobiles. 

Farm products have soared in value from 
well under $5,000,000,000 to over $21,000,- 
000,000. Use of electric service has increased 
2,000 per cent., and use of gas service 220 per 
cent. in the last twenty years. Our railroads 
carried more than twice as much freight last 
year as they did in the first year of the current 
century. 

The number of passenger automobiles manu- 
factured in 1899 was 3,700; last year the total 
exceeded 2,400,000, and this year the round 
figure will be 3,000,000. We imported less 
than $100,000,000 worth of raw silk in 1914, 
contrasted with more than $400,000,000 for the 
year ended June 30 last. 

With only six per cent. of the world’s popu- 
lation, the United States produces 24 per cent. 
of the world’s wheat, 75 per cent. of the world’s 
corn, 67 per cent. of the world’s cotton, and 
48 per cent. of the world’s coal and iron. 
Twenty years ago there were less than 900 
telephones; now there are 14,000,000. Money 
in circulation was only $25 per capita twenty- 
five years ago, and now it is over $50. 

These comparisons are made from a_ table 
prepared for B. C. Forbes by O. P. Austin, 
statistician of the National City Bank of New 
York.
